PCT Patent No. WO 98/44507, 10/8/1998: Disk Storage Device and Method for the 
Production Thereof. The invention relates to a disk storage device comprising one or more disk- 
type information carriers which are or can be fixed to a revolving disk carrier hub and are 
accommodated in an operating space of a device housing, said operating space being closed off 
from the environment. Data can be recorded or read out by or on these disk-type information 
carriers by means of optical or magnetic write/read heads which can be moved over the information 
carriers. The disk carrier hub and the write/read heads, together with their drive units, are mounted 
on a single piece device chassis. The bearing and mounting surfaces for the hub of the information 
carrier disks and the write/read heads and their drive units are processed on the device chassis in a 
clamp. The device chassis is made from a plate produced by stamping and shaping or embossing. 
The device can be produced in less stages and overall more economically using a chassis formed as 
a stamped and shaped plate and is also considerably easier to automatize compared to the castings 
which have been used as device chassis up until now. The invention also relates to a method for 
producing a disk storage device of this type.
